This reference appears to disclose a mold insulator having unified junction interfaces for 
securely joining molding insulating jacket elements. The mold interface is sealed with liquid 
rubber and hardened after the elements are co-joined, 

JP 61-67555 

This reference appears to disclose a molten metal injection sleeve for a die-casting 
machine comprising separately-formed inner and outer tubes with a coolant jacket interposed 
therebetween. The cooling jacket apparently protects the inner tube from thermal attack by high 
temperature liquid metal.
